One  hundred  and  twenty  auto  permits  were  issued  for 
the  year  1923,  and  the  total  received  as  taxes  on  the  same 
was  $702.86,  against  $655.80  for  1922. 

The  State  Tax  Commission  gives  the  information  that 
the  law  on  issuing  Kennel  License  for  breeding  dogs  has 
been  changed,  and  that  Kennel  Licenses  can  no  longer 
be  issued.  All  dogs  are  subject  to  the  same  rates  of  tax- 
ation. 

In  the  Vital  Records,  the  number  of  marriages  re- 
corded this  year  is  nine,  the  largest  number  for  quite  a 
while.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Gilmanton: 

The  Superintendent  of  schools  submits  for  your  considera- 
tion the  following  report : 

Because  of  the  change  in  superintendents  last  summer  it  is 
impossible  for  this  report  to  cover  completely  the  work  of  the 
school  year  1922-23.  Its  aims  will  be  to  state  briefly  the  most 
important  information  at  hand  in  regard  to  the  schools  for 
that  period,  to  summarize  the  progress  of  the  first  half  of  the 
present  school  year,  and  to  point  out  some  important  steps 
that  should  be  taken  in  the  future. 

In  regard  to  the  schools  of  last  year  the  accompanying  sta- 
tistical table  lists  the  schools  that  were  open,  the  names  of 
the  teachers  and  their  salaries,  the  number  of  half -days  each 
school  Avas  in  session,  the  number  of  half-days  lost  b}'  each 
school  because  of  holidays,  teachers'  institutes,  bad  weather, 
etc.,  the  number  of  weeks  each  school  was  in  session,  and  the 
total  enrolment,  average  membership,  average  attendance,  per 
cent  of  attendance  and  number  of  tardinesses  for  each  school. 
By  comparing  this  table  with  the  one  in  last  year's  report  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  total  enrolment  for  all  schools  was 
eighteen  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  the  average  member- 
ship was  33.7  less,  the  average  attendance  33  less,  the  per  cent 
of  attendance  1.9  per  cent  less,  and  the  number  of  tardinesses 
19  less.  Considering  the  severity  of  the  weather  last 
winter  the  drop  in  per  cent  of  attendance  is  not  surprising 
and  the  effort  that  l)rought  about  a  decrease  in  tardiness  un- 
der such  conditions  is  highly  commendable.  A  still  better 
record  ought  to  be  made  this  year.  The  habit  of  beins:  on 
time  is  a  va^'jable  one. 
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]ii  the  honor  roll  we  find  six  pupils  with  perfect  attendance 
for  the  full  year  as  compared  with  only  three  for  the  year 
before.     Again  considering  the  weather  this  is  a  good  record. 

The  following  pupils  satisfactorily  completed  the  elemen- 
tary school  work  last  June :

Osgood — Wesley    French.    Wilson    Mansfield   and   Elvin 
Stetson. 

During  the  summer  as  many  repairs  wei'e  made  as  was  pos- 
sible with  the  money  available.  The  academy  roof  had  to  re- 
ceive rather  extensive  repairs,  the  roof  of  the  Kelley's  Cor- 
ner schoolhouse  was  shingled  on  one  side,  and  several  of  the 
blackboards  were  painted  and  some  floors  were  oiled.  Kaus- 
tine  toilets  were  installed  at  the  Corner  and  others  were  pur- 
chased for  the  Smith  Meeting  House  school.  Considerable 
])ainting  should  l)e  done  next  simimer.  All  desks  in  the  Pot- 
ter school  are  too  large  for  small  children.  They  cannot 
toucli  the  floor  with  their  feet  while  sitting.  This  condition 
is  exceedingly  bad  for  a  child's  ]ihysical  development.  There 
are  small  desks  in  unused  buildings  that  could  l)e  used.  Many 
of  the  stoA'es  are  in  liad  condition.  Tn  the  larger  schools  these 
should  be  re])laced.  one  each  year,  by  modern  schoolroom 
beaters.  The  Potter.  Smitli  ^Meeting  House  and  .Tones'  Mills 
schools  are  without  flag  poles.  A  resolution  should  l)e  made 
to  have  the  Stars  and  Stripes  floating  over  each  schoolhouse 
every  school  day  that  the  weather  permits. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  present  school  year  not  a  sin- 
gle change  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  force.  This  is 
highly  desirable  as  a  frequent  change  of  teachers  interferes 
with  the  steady  progress  of  the  school  work.     The  following 
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table  shows  what  schools  are  open,  the  teachers  and  their  sal- 
aries, and  the  total  enrolment  and  the  present  membership  of 
each  school  as  well  as  the  total  enrolment  and  total  present 
membership  for  the  whole  town.

In  Xovember,  19?3,  uniform  tests  in  arithmetic  and  spell 
ing  were  given  to  the  children,  nearl)^  five  thousand  in  num- 
bers, in  the  eighth  grades  in  all  New  Hampshire  public 
schools.  The  spelling  test  was  one  which  has  been 
given  in  a  number  of  cit}^  school  systems  with  an  average 
rank  of  about  74%.  The  average  of  the  entire  state  of 
67.42%.  For  the  seven  eighth  grade  pupils  in  Grilmanton  who 
took  the  test  the  average  was  71.4%. 

The  arithmetic  test  was  the  same  as  was  given  in  1846 
to  pupils  in  the  Springfield,  (Mass.)  High  School.  The 
Springfield  ninth  grade  average  in  1846  was  29.41%.  The 
New  Hampshire  eighth  grade  average  in  1923  was  49.29%, 
and  the  Gilmanton  average  was  57.1%. 

In  order  to  find  out  how  Grilmanton  pupils  compare  with 
those  elsewhere  standard  tests  in  the  fundamentals  were  given 
during  the  fall  term  to  all  pupils  in  the  fourth  to  the  eighth 
grades.  Similar  standard  tests  should  be  given  at  least  every 
two  years  to  measure  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction. 

Teachers'  meetings  are  held  monthly  except  December  and 
March  to  work  on  problems  common  to  all  the  schools.  The 
most  important  one  confronting  us  at  the  present  time  is  tlie 
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working  out  of  a  program  of  studies  much  more  in  detail  than 
that  suggested  by  the  state.  Each  teacher  should  have  an  out- 
line of  the  work  to  be  covered  in  each  subject  in  each  grade. 
-Vt  the  September  meeting  the  teachers  organized  themsleves 
as  a  group  to  make  some  progress  -with  this  work.  At  the 
I>resent  time  it  is  well  under  way  but  it  is  a  stupendous  task 
which  cannot  be  completed  in  a  single  year,  nor  in  two  years. 

With  this  evolution  of  a  definite  detailed  program  of  stud- 
ies should  go  a  progressive  plan  of  adoption  of  up-to-date 
text-books.  A  pupil  studying  United  States  History  from  a 
book  printed  in  1916  is  likely  to  lack  a  sufficient  understand- 
ing of  America's  part  in  the  affairs  of  today. 

The  physical  examinations  in  the  schools  reveal  the  fact 
that  many  pupils  are  suffering  from  physical  defects  that  can 
easily  be  prevented  and  possibly  cured  by  proper  physical  ex- 
ercises and  health  instruction.  A  carefully  planned  course  in 
physical  education  should  be  adopted  to  meet  this  condition. 
In  several  states  a  certain  amount  of  physical  training  each 
week  is  required  by  law. 

If  parents,  teachers,  pupils  and  school  officials  continue  as 
in  the  past  to  work  together,  to  do  in  cooperation,  Gilmanton 
citizens  will  continue  to  be  Justly  proud  of  Gilmanton  schools. 
Let  us  make  those  words  our  motto:  DO  IN  CO-OPEEA- 
TIOK.
